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City  officials  don't  buy  Clinton's  program

Despite  nationwide  praise  for 
President  Clinton's  recently  imple- 
mented gun  buy-back  program,  two 
Fitchburg  officials  say  the  program 
does  not  offer  the  best  solution  to  curb- 
ing gun  crime. 

"Gun  buy-backs  are  a  public-rela- 
tions scam  and  a  waste  of  the  taxpay- 
ers' money,"  Fitchburg  Chief  of  Police 
Edward  J.  Gallant  said  in  a  recent  inter- 
view. He  said  that  since  gun  buy-backs 
don't  take  weapons  out  of  the  hands  of 
criminals,  they're  not  helping  to  solve 
the  problem. 

"The  problem  is  not  with  the  lawful 
use  of  guns,"  Gallant  said.  "Licensed 
gun  ownership  has  never  been  a  prob- 
lem. We  should  not  be  making  it  harder 
for  the  everyday  citizen  to  own  a  gun. 
The  problem  is  with  the  unlawful  use  of 
guns  by  criminals." 

Fitchburg  Mayor  Mary  Whitney 
agreed  that  the  people  who  sell  back  the 
guns  "probably  aren't  the  ones  the 
police  would  be  looking  for." 

Whitney  said  more  emphasis  should 


be  placed  on  solving  the  underlying 
problems  that  lead  young  people  to 
obtain  and  use  guns. 

"What  is  the  problem  that  results  in 
a  kid  thinking  he  has  to  carry  a  gun?" 
Whitney  asked  during  a  recent  inter- 
view. "Questions  like  this  are  where  we 
should  be  focusing  our  attention  and 
money.  We  should  be  more  concerned 
with  how  and  why  a  kid  gets  his  hands 
on  a  gun  in  the  first  place." 

Clinton's  recently  enacted  program 
calls  for  $15  million  to  be  spent  to  buy 
back  guns,  mostly  in  inner-city  neigh- 
borhoods, at  a  "suggested"  price  of  $50 
per  gun.  In  published  statements,  the 
president  said  that  the  recent  spree  of 
school  violence  across  the  nation  fig- 
ured heavily  into  the  buy-back  plan. 
But  Whitney  and  Gallant  said  the  prob- 
lem of  school  violence  remains  outside 
the  control  of  a  program  such  as 
Clinton's. 

"Emphasis  should  be  put  on  educa- 
tion and  counseling  for  kids,  especially 
in  the  schools,"  Whitney  said. 

Whitney  and  Gallant  did  offer  praise 
for  a  piece  of  Clinton's  program,  which 
will  appropriate  $147  million  to  hire 


1,600  additional  police  officers  around 
the  country.  "The  more  police  officers 
are  brought  in,  the  more  crime  will  be 
fought  ahead  of  time,"  Whitney  said. 

"This  is  a  route  I  would  rather  like 
to  see.  Gun  buy-backs  might  slow  the 
problem  down,  but  more  police  officers 
will  better  curtail  the  problem  first." 

Gallant  said,  "Anytime  you  can  put 
more  police  officers  on  the  street,  this 
face-to-face  contact  will  help  to  reduce 
crime." 

Whitney  and  Gallant  also  agreed  that 
consistent  punishment  for  offenders  is 
one  of  the  most  important  steps  in  stop- 
ping illegal  gun  use.  "To  let  people 
(criminals)  off  easy  sends  a  message  to 
other  people  that  they  can  get  away 
with  crimes,"  Whitney  said. 

Gallant  said,  "The  best  approach  has 
to  do  with  enhancement  of  punishment 
for  gun  possession.  A  kid  should  be  put 
into  a  realm  of  adult  jurisdiction  when 
he  uses  a  gun.  Whether  or  not  you  actu- 
ally used  that  gun  is  not  important,  but 
the  fact  that  you  had  that  gun  should 
enhance  the  penalty.  This  has  to  be 
broadcast  widely  and  immediately  to 
kids." 


Falcons  destroy  long-standing  record

Falcon  tailback  D'Andra  Freeman 
and  quarterback  Rich  Boardman  man- 
aged to  etch  their  names  into  the 
Fitchburg  State  College  record  books 
this  Saturday,  but  it  was  the  team  that 
really  deserved  the  recognition.  Our 
FSC  Falcons  soared  to  their  fourth  win 
of  the  season  on  Oct.  16,  against 
Framingham  State  College.  This  spec- 
tacular 21-13  win  was  one  of  the  high- 
lights of  Falcon  Fest. 

The  Falcons'  comeback  win  over  the 
visiting  Rams  improved  this  year's 
team  record  to  4-2  overall,  and  eclipsed 
their  previous  record  of  three  wins  in  a 
single  season.  This  record  had  stood 
for  the  15-year  history  of  the  football 
program.  The  Falcons,  3-1  in  the  New 
England   Football   Conference,   face 


Maine  Maritime  Academy  next  week 
with  new  ambition  because  of  this  hard 
fought  victory. 

Freeman,  the  team's  leading  rusher, 
carried  the  ball  a  record  40  times  for 
214  yards.  Boardman,  to  add  flame  to 
the  growing  FSC  fire,  threw  for  128 
yards,  including  the  game-winning  9- 
yarder  to  Gene  Clemons  with  11:14  to 
go  in  the  game.  With  two  passing 
touchdowns,  Boardman  tied  his  own 
single-game  record.  FSC  tailback 
Kevin  Carlo  put  the  finishing  touches 
on  the  victory,  bolting  27  yards  for  a 


touchdown  with  2:21  left  in  the  fourth 
quarter. 

Carlo,  who  ended  the  game,  also 
started  the  FSC  scoring  binge  with  a 
31 -yard  field  goal  in  the  first  quarter. 
Thanks  to  the  Framingham  State  quar- 
terback, Luke  Callahan,  the  Rams 
dampened  the  short-lived  FSC  lead 
with  an  18-yard  toss  to  Alex  Tarpey. 
Within  20  seconds,  Callahan  had  his 
hands  on  the  ball  again  to  score  the  sec- 
ond touchdown  for  Framingham  State. 
This  left  the  Rams  with  a  smoldering 
13-3  lead. 

With  the  Falcons  feeling  the  bum, 
Boardman  hooked  up  with  his  favorite 
target,  Clemons,  for  a  4-yard  score 
pulling  FSC  within  four  points  at  13-9. 
Fitchburg  State's  defense  was  solid, 
shutting  out  the  Rams  over  the  final 
three  quarters  and  forcing  five  Rams 
turnovers.  It  also  limited  Framingham 
State  to  73  yards  rushing  and  sacked 
Callahan  five  times.

Written  by  Mary  Chase,  the  Pulitzer 
Prize-winning  play  is  a  tale  about  the 
slow  descent  into  insanity  that  one  man 
faces  while  drinking.  While  the  issue 
seems  to  be  alcoholism,  the  play  is  truly 
a  plea  for  tolerance  and  understanding. 
All  people  could  stand  to  see  this  film 
and  learn  about  helping  those  we  love, 
and  even  those  we  don't. 

The  play  centers  around  Elwood,  a 
man  who  constantly  embarrasses  his 
family  by  introducing  them  to  his  imag- 
inary friend,  a  6-foot-3-inch  white  rab- 
bit. 

Dr.  Thomas  Murray  played  Elwood, 
offering  a  superb  mix  of  timing  and 
physical  comedy  in  his  successful  por- 
trayal of  a  drunk.  Carla  Hayes,  as  Veta 
Louise  Simmons,  was  exuberant  in  her 
portrayal  of  the  sister  at  her  wit's  end 
with  her  drunken  brother. 

This  play,  produced  as  part  of  the 
AmeriCulture      Arts      Festival      for 


Fitchburg  State  College  and  the 
city  of  Fitchburg,  was  a  won- 
derful addition  to  Falcon  Fest. 

Many  of  the  technical 
aspects  of  the  play  were  fantas- 
tic, such  as  the  lighting  by 
Adam   Mendelson   and   the 
scenery     design     by     Cap 
Corduan.  Both  did  a  wonder- 
ful job  setting  the  mood. 

The  sets  depicted  a  1950s 
small  town  and  stood  up  under  the 
abuse  of  the  boisterous  play.    The 
lighting,  although  subtle,  was  perfect 
for  setting  the  mood.     Each  lighting 
scheme  appeared  to  be  well  thought  out 
and  fit  its  appropriate  scene  with  grace 
and  ease. 

Also,  costuming  was  wonderful, 
adding  to  the  Norman  Rockwell-pic- 
ture-gone-wrong feeling  of  the  play. 

Sarah  Zifcak,  who  played  Ruth 
Kelly,  R.N.,  and  Chip  Liscombe,  as 
Lyman  Sanderson,  M.D.,  had  some 
interesting  chemistry  that  carried  into 
their  performance  perfectly  fitting  their 
characters.  While  the  rest  of  the  cast 
performed  with  wonderful  timing  and 
wit,  the  stars  were  definitely  Murray 
and  Hayes,  who  battled  on  stage  with  a 
wit  that  kept  me  laughing  even  after  the 
curtain  descended. 


Although  this  play 
has  ended  its  run  the  message  of  toler- 
ance is  not  one  to  be  missed.  Therefore 
I  highly  recommend  that  any  and  all 
students  rent  the  movie  starring  Jimmy 
Stewart  and  Josephine  Hull.
